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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

line 7, "the reinforcement member" has been replaced with - two flat metal 
reinforcement members and 

line 15, "," has been replaced with ; and --, 
The new lines have been inserted after line 15 as follow: 
- wherein the two flat metal reinforcement members and engagement 
projections of the two flat metal reinforcement members are disposed in the 
vicinity of four corners of the housing of the first connector respectively. - 
Claim 3, lines 2 and 3 have been deleted, 

line 5, "the" has been deleted. 
Claim 5 has been canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims 1-4 and 6-10 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the 
reason that the prior art fails to teach or suggest engagement projections of a flat metal 
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reinforcement member of the first connector engageable with the engagement groove of 
the second connector, as set forth in claimed combination.
